b.  Reference  paragraph  three,  this  Center  has  not  received  the 
film  :liss4HHki^  alleged  to  have  turned  over  to  the  Air  Force.

c.  Reference  paragraph  six,  ATIC  has  no  information  to  the  effect 
tnat  ADC  pilots  have  fired  on  an  unidentified  flidng  object.  ATIC  has 
no  information  ccaceming  an  ADC  order  which  forbids  firing  on  anything 
which  gives  indication  of  being  a threat  to  the  security  of  the  united 
States,  It  shoiald  be  noted  that  Air  Force  records,  from  the  time  of 
the  first  airborne  guns,  contain  instances  of  firings  on  objects  due 

to  misinterpretation  by  pilots.  These  instances  of  misinterpretation 
are,  of  course,  at  a higher’  rate  during  wars  or  other  periods  whan 
tension  runs  high, 

d.  Reference  paragraph  seven,  a limited  amount  of  information 
concerning  unidentified  aerial  phenomena  is  e3cchangad  between  the 

U,  S,  Air  Force  and  friendly  foreign  nations.  For  your  further  infor- 
mation, no  other  corintry  has  near  the  volume  of  UFO  reports  that  are 
mads  in  the  United  States  each  year.

This  Is  to  acknovledge  your  letter  of  16  July  concerning 
unidentified  flying  objects. 

The  Aerodiioce  Technical  Intelligence  Center  iias  no  record  of  a 
UFO  sighting  at  Oklahoma  City  during  August  195^*  Provided  it  was 
reporwid  to  a local  Air  Force  activity  at  the  time,  this  would  indicate 
the  sighting  was  probably  solved  locally.  Tinker  Air  F’orce  Base  and  the 
■ Oklahoma  City  Aii*  Force  Station  have  no  record  of  this  sighting  in  their 
files  at  the  present  time.  Probably  copies  of  Oklahoma  City  newspapers 
VDuId  shed  3v»me  light  on  this  si^htlnv^  or  the  cause.  In  eny  event,  the 
long  interval  of  tlae  since  that  -late  would  preclude  any  further  investi- 
gation of  this  case  by  the  Air  Force. 


The  Aerospace  Tecanical  Intelligence  Center  las  information  to 
the  effect  that  ABC  pilots  have  fired  on  unidentified  flying  objects  or 
flying  saucers.  Too  muat  keep  in  mind  that  tiie  .Air  Force  ia  clarged  by 
lav  with  the  sir  defcnaa  of  the  United  tinates  and  must  contact,  intercept, 
identify  ai^  if  isscessary  shoox  down  any  aircraft  or  vehicle  vclcn  poses 
a threat  to  the  aeeuxlty  of  the  United  States,  fnlo  olusion  respcuslhlLlty 
probably  gives  rise  to  the  report  that  HDC  pilots  oa'/e  oraera  to  shoot  down 
tIFOa .
